Hnlirely reasonable is the action of tlie War Risk Bureau in 


requesting the War Department to rule:'as<fp when a soldier, 
who has been reported "missing in attipii'shall be-.officially 
recorded as dead." Most of the soldiers are insured;' and as no 
insurance can be paid until after a man Has been officially re- 
corded as dead some rule is necessary to prevent indefinite 
waiting on the part of beneficiaries in cases where soldiers dis- 
appear in action and are never again heard from. 


As a result of this request Adjutant General McCain will be 


asked to fix a definite period which will mark the end of of- 
ficial hopes that a missing soldier may be found, and it is quite 
probable that he will adopt the Canadian system, under which 
a soldier is regarded as dead after he has been missing for six 
months. 
General Pershing recommends this course, which 


appears to be "entirely reasonable and fair. 


This is the first war .in which provision was ever made for 


insurance of the lives of soldiers, and that it is a most excel- 
lent, provision all must admit. 
The matter of settlement is 


simple enough in cases where the deaths of soldiers are known, 
whether they die in action or as the result of wounds or dis- 
ease. But when a soldier goes info battle and is never seen or 
heard from again it is a different matter and his heirs should 
receive the benefit of the insurance within a reasonable time. 
And six months would seem (o be plenty long enough to keep 
them wailing. 


It is altogether probable that the necessary step will be 


taken without undue delay, as it should be, and yet when fak- 
ing it the government should make provision to guard itself 
against loss through unusual circumstances or fraud. 
It is by 


no means impossible that a soldier might turn up after having 
been missing for six,months or more. It is not to be expected 
that any man in-the service would deliberately defraud the 
government by disappearing and remaining in hiding until 
after the insurance was paid, but in arranging for justice lo 
the heirs of missing sodliers (he government should fake 
measures lo insure itself against injustice.
